A RESOLUTION ENDORSING THE INTERVENTION OF THE KENTUCKY 
ATTORNEY GENERAL IN PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION RATE CASE NO. 2010- 
00036, ADJUSTMENT OF RATES OF KENTUCKY-AMERICAN WATER COMPANY, 
AND REQUESTING THAT REPRESENTATIVES OF THE KENTUCKY-AMERICAN
